He told a Senate committee 
that one device for using the 
poisons was a silent dart gun 
that could kill without leaving a 
clue about the cause of death. 


Oolby told the Senate 
In- 
telligence Committee that work 
on the poisons began in 1952 in 
an effort to replace cyanide sui- 
<ode capsules used by agents in 
World War II. 


But he offered no explanation 
why the agency had developed 
poisons 
in 
quantities 
which 
Cnairman 
Frank 
Church, D- 
Idaho, said Were capable of 
killing hundreds of thousands of 
people. 


The CIA director acknowledg- 
ed that some of the most dead- 
ly poisons — shellfish toxin and 
cobra venom — had been kept 
fay the agency despite a presi- 
dential order to destroy such 
substances. A total of 27 lethal 
and incapacitating agents were 
discovered earlier this year at 
a CIA laboratory. 


Not all the poisons were kept 
k> violation of the presidential 
•rder, Colby testified. However, 
be added, "we have no need for 
this type of thing at this time. 


Testifying under oath at the

Committee, Colby said only two 
instances could be found in 
which poisons had been used 
Operationally. 


The first use of the poison oc- 
curred in 1960 when U-2 spy 
plane pilot Francis Gary Pow- 
ers carried a tiny drill bit 
coated with shellfish toxin dur- 
ing his flight over the Soviet 
Union. Powers was shot down 
hy the Soviets, but he did not 
Use the poison to take his life.

"supports precisely the point 
that I have made repeatedly —

Shows Drop 
In Hormones 
STONY BROOK, N.Y. (AP) 
— A controlled study of 20 men 
who smoked 
five marijuana 
cigarettes daily for more than 
five weeks showed significant 
drops in their production of the 
sex hormone testosterone, a re- 
searcher has reported. 


The study was reported by 
Dr. Robert Kolodny of the Re- 
productive 
Biology 
Research 
Foundation in St. Louis at a 
weekend meeting at the State 
University here. 


Dr. Kolodny reported that 
after nine weeks on the five-a- 
day schedule, the 20 men aver- 
aged a one-third reduction in 
testosterone production. 


He said that although the av- 
erage production remained in 
the normal range, the levels for 
some of the men fell to below 
normal, in a range where impo- 
tence or infertility coukl occur.

The FTC has made 
similar accusations in the past 
against the country's second 
and third largest chains. 


The latest complaint alleged 
that a "significant number" of 
Safeway 
stores 
overcharged 
customers by failing to mark 
down advertised specials, and 
selling those items at the regu- 
lar price. 


Safeway said that the over- 
charges were simply a matter 
of "human error." 


Safeway said in a statement: 
"The FTC complaint is based 
on a survey in 56 Safeway 
stores in which less than 150 
out of 10,000 advertised items 
were purchased above the ad- 
vertised price. Because human 
error 
cannot 
be 
completely 
eliminated in the complex and 
demanding job of checking out 
grocery products, some items 
will be undercharged and over- 
charged." 


Safeway said that various in- 
dustry studies have shown that 
cashier errors usually result in 
a net savings for thè customer. 


The FTC's proposed 
order 
would require that all advertis- 
ed products be marked at sale 
prices and sold at or below the 
advertised price. 


That would not apply, how- 
ever, when the price of an ad- 
vertised item is determined by 
the total value of a customer's 
order or the use of coupons. 


In addition, the order would 
require Safeway Stores, based 
in 
Oakland, 
to 
post 
at 
public entrances and checkout 
counters copies of their adver- 
tisements and a statement of 
policy urging customers to re- 
port to the store manager any 
time that the checker has rung 
up a higher price. 


Advertised items would not 
have to be price-marked if the 
store is equipped with optical 
scanners 
which 
read 
coded 
price information on packages, 
the FTC said. 


Safeway operates 1,950 retail 
food stores in 27 states and the 
District of Columbia, and is the 
largest chain in terms of sales, 
which in 1973 totaled almost $6.8 
billion. 


Two other large retail food 
chains faced FTC action earlier 
this year. 
, Kroger, 
the

largest 
chain in terms of sales, was ac- 
cused July 16 of overpricing 
and overcharging on advertised 
items, and of failing to have 


stocks of sales specials readily 
available. 


The A&P chain, the country's 
second biggest, was accused in 
July, 1972, of failing to have 
stocks of advertised items read- 
ily available, and last April 23 
the FTC issued an order pro- 
hibiting that practice.

The 92 peasant families, he 
told reporters Sunday, "only 
wish to live side by side with 
the 
Americans 
as 
neighbors 
and in justice and peace. 


"We do not intend to move 
off," said Jorge Salcedo Var- 
gas, president of the Lazaro 
Cardenas Cummnal executive 
committee. "We are claiming 
only that which is legally and 
constitutionally ours." 


Salcedo said the communal 
farmers will allow the Ameri- 
cans to live in their own'homes. 
But a formal protest was being 
prepared by Howard Koenig, a 
retired industrial sales man- 
ager from Detroit, Mich. 


The Mexican government will 
be asked Wednesday in Mexico 
City to allow the Americans to 
continue unrestricted use of the 
land, said Koenig, adding that 
"if

come in and just take whatever 
they feel is convenient, then no 
private property is safe in Mex- 
ico." 


A few of the houses were 
built north of the La Fonda ho-

Finds by separate oil com- 
pany combines headed by Shell 
Oil Co. and by Amoco may por- 
tend a profitable new ball game 
for the Gulf, though company 
announcements were cautiously 
worded. 


There's no doubt that new oil 
and gas logged by the drillers 
are the talk of the industry 
along the Gulf, which has long 
been one of the world's richest 
oil areas. 


With a w i l d c a t oil well 
now backed up by another hole 
two miles away, Shell and part- 
ners have two semisubmersible 
rigs, 
the Ocean Queen 
and 
Pacesetter 
II, 
making 
more 
holes. 


Shell said the 9,770-foot "con- 
firmation" well was drilled by 
a rig working in water 1,050 
feet deep, a record for the Gulf. 
However, Placid Oil Co. plans 


expand the Gulf

The best shallow 
water sections already bristle 
with some 12,000 oil and gas 
wells.

Councilman David Brandt and 
Mayor John Garthe, he opposed 
the policy change sought by 
housing director Manuel Rede. 


The change also allows reve 
nue bond financing of the pro- 
ject, 
together 
with 
Federal 
Housing Administration-insured 
loans. The bond counseling firm 
of Rutan and Tucker was hired 
to investigate the bond altera- 
tive. 


The 200-unit project, on tap 
for almost a year would be 
built just south of Birch Park.

ings to be scheduled this fall to 
hear public comments, one in 
Newport Beach and the other in 
Santa Ana.

Bell said the Irvine coastal 
area may be delayed further if 
commissioners and county su 
pervisors decide to give first 
priority to adopting the South 
East County t r a f f i c 
study 
(dubbed SEOCS, or "Sea Ox"). 


That study proposed a free- 
way-like 
traffic 
c o r r i d o r 


through the Irvine coastal prop- 
erty, as well as another in the 
foothills area of eastern Orange 
County, if present development 
patterns continue. 


Meanwhile, 
c o m m i s s i o n 
chairman Shirley Grindle said 
she would propose a similar 
traffic study for the east Or- 
ange and foothills area. 


This one would pinpoint not 
only where the proposed foot- 
hills freeway would be located 
but proposed solutions to exist- 
ing and future traffic bottle-

School Tests 
Would Create 
legal Dropouts'

More 
than 
30,000 
Orange 
County high school students will 
be eligible for a new statewide 
proficiency tert which permits 
those who pass to leave school 
with the equivalent of a di- 
ploma, county school officials 
said Monday. 


Regional tests are tentatively 
planned for next February, they 
said. 


Most county school officials 
already have received notice of 
the upcoming test, but a date 
has not been set yet. 


State o f f i c i a l s estimated 
600,000 youngsters will be eligi- 
ble for testing statewide. Only 
about five per cent, however, 
are 
expected 
to 
register. 


Students who are 16 years 
and older, and who pass the test 
would be able to leave school 
with a certificate of completion 
—legally equivalent to a high 
school diploma, state officials 
said. 


Officials describe the upcom- 
ing test as "rigorous." It in- 
cludes questions in consumer 
economics — such as 
com- 
puting 
interest 
or buying 
a 
car or income tax-type calcula- 
tions — and requires a fairly 
high reading comprehension. 


Students holding the comple- 
tion certificate will be eligible 
for college, but there is no 
guarantee that they will be as 
acceptable as graduates with a 
diploma to potential employers. 


One school official, Dr. Alex 
Law, state program evaluation 
and research director, warns, 
"Students should not be misled 
into thinking it is a sure way of 
getting out of school." 


He said students cannot leave 
school without parents' permis- 
sion. However the law states 
that any student who qualifies 
for the certificate and leaves 
school 
may , return 
"without 
prejudice." 


Law said the legislation may 
make schools work harder "to 
create an atmosphere of inter- 
est and learning" to keep the- 
student who may want to "drop 
out." 


The bill's author, Sen. Arlen 
Gregorio, D-San Mateo, said 
California is the first state in 
the nation to adopt a law which 
permits students to "challenge" 
a high school academic pro- 
gram. 


He believes the test will give 
students "an incentive to learn 
that doesn't exist in the present 
system." 


He explains, "It's going to 
mean that school districts will 
be more interested in meeting 
the real needs of kids and moti- 
vating them." 


State school officials said In- 
formation on registration for 
the test will be available at 
local school districts in the near 
future.

Secrets Ruled 


Agency 'Right' 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - 
A 
federal 
appeals 
court 
ruled 
Monday that natural gas pro- 
ducers can withhold from the 
public, but not from the govern- 
ment's 
regulatory 
agency, 
trade secrets about prices of 
natural gas produced and sold 
within state boundaries 


The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said the Federal Pow- 
er Commission has the "right" 
to such information. The three- 
judge panel upheld an FPC or- 
der for such limited disclosure. 


Four companies — Continen- 
tal Oil Co., Superior Oil Co., 
Mitchell Energy Corp. and Map- 
co Inc. — had appealed the 
FPC order. They argued the 
FPC lacks authority to regulate 
intrastate 
natural 
gas 
sales, 
thus it has no power to require 
detailed sales information. 


The FPC is authorized to 
regulate gas sold in interstate 
commerce. 
The 
commission 
said 
it needs 
the 
intrastate 
sales information to help set 
policies for interstate natural 
gas commerce. 
i 


The details 
sought by the 
FPC about intrastate sales in-1 
elude 
names 
of 
purchasers, 
sales dates and locations, an- 
nual sales volume and price 
terms. 


The companies said such in- 
formation is a trade secret and 
that disclosure of it could harm 
business. 


"We hold that the Commis- 
sion can require regulated com- 
panies to furnish information 
about their unregulatable in- 
trastate 
activity 
to facilitate 
the discharge of the agency's 
duty, but that public disclosure 
of 
the 
information 
acquired 
goes 
too 
far," 
the 
appeals 
court's six-page opinion said. 


The court said public dis- 
closure of the financial infor- 
mation could harm the com- 
panies' competitive positions. 


Credit Card Users Given New Rules 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- H i e 
Federal Reserve System issued 
final regulations 
Monday 
de- 
signed to help credit card hold 
ers and other users of com- 
mercial credit to protect them- 
selves 
against 
billing 
errors 
and shoddy merchandise. 


Under the regulations, which 
become effective Oct. 28: 


—Credit card users can hold 
their credit card company ac- 
countable for the quality and 
serviceability 
of 
the 
goods 
users buy. The new regulations 
eliminate the "holder in due 
course" doctrine under which 


customers could be held liable 
for bills to creditors, even when 
the credit was used to buy 
goods which turned out to be 
unserviceable. 


—Alleged errors in bills for 
credit cards or open-end credit, 
such as checking account loans, 
are subject to specific proce- 
dures for resolution.

A free speech practice 
group for laryngectomies 
meets at the American 
Cancer Society office in 
Newport Beach on Mon- 
days from 1 to 2 p.m. A 
licensed speech pathologist 
from the Newport Lan- 
guage and Speech Center 
attends each session. The 
Lost Chord Club meets at 
the American Cancer Socie- 
ty office. 4030 Birch St., 
Newport Beach, on the first 
Monday of each month 
from 1 to 3 p.m. Speech 
practice is an integral part 
of the meeting.

Who says so? The examiners 
themselves. And after talking to 
a few of them, you have to 
agree they're right. 


They've got their 
problems 
too, they point out. 
Nervous 
people behind the wheel of a 
powerful automobile who need 
only to push down on the accel- 
erator at an inopportune time to 
turn it into a weapon of rather 
monstrous proportions for in- 
stance, they say. 


For that reason, you 
keep 
calm, very calm, even when 
your insides tighten into a knot 
of fear and you want to scream, 
said Phil Bourgeois, a driver 
examiner of 17 years who works 
out of the Santa Ana office. 


"You've got to get them re- 
laxed at the beginning and keep 
them relaxed," he explained. 
Talk is kept, to a minimum. No 
hollering, shouting or idle talk 
to confuse a driver. For that 
reason, examiners say, the pub- 
! lie gets the idea they are cold 
and unfriendly, even mean and 
out to fail people. 


"You can't holler at them. If 
you do, they might panic," says 
Claire Page, one of the few 
women among the state's 500 or 
so examiners. 


Panic 
is the key word 
to 
describe why most people tak- 
ing exams get into trouble or 
fail the test. 


Bill Bailey, also out of the 
Santa Ana office, was with a 
woman driver once who made a 
right turn onto Grand Avenue 
on a red light after first stop- 
ping, 
as 
required 
on 
First 
Street. 


She didn't see a big truck 
bearing down on her from be- 


hind after making 
the 
turn. 
When 
she 
did, 
she 
simply 
stopped. 


Bailey's 
heart 
was 
in his 
mouth, but he didn't say any- 
thing. He couldn't. Fortunately, 
the truck veered off into the 
oncoming lane to avoid the colli- 
sion. Even more 
fortunately, 
there was no traffic coming 
from the other direction. 


What raced through his mind 
as the truck bore down on him? 
"Being 
knocked 
from 
First 
Street to Fourth Street," he 
replied. 


Bailey also had 
a 
woman 
driver faint onto his lap after a 
near collision in Westminster. 
And in Los Angeles he once 
watched helplessly as his exam- 
inee piled into two cars. 


"You can't grab the wheel at 
a time like that," he explained. 
"If you do, then anything can 
happen."

Recently a Vietnamese refugee 
arrived to take her test and 
slammed into a steel support 
girder while pulling into the 
area where the examiner was 
waiting for her. She was told to 
go home and practice

more. 


"It was a real jolt. Up here in 
the coffee room we thought it 
was an earthquake," says Ms. 
Page now a DMV representa- 
tive and former examiner who 
still goes out on the road occas- 
sionally. 


Others almost make it, then 
hit a telephone pole or some 
re-! other immovable object while 
pulling into the parking area at 


They fail, of course. 


"It's a blow to their ego," 
says a DMV examiner in Car- 
michael. 
"But 
they 
come 
back." Some come back, come 
back, and come bade again be- 
fore they make it. Some never 
do. 


"You've got to tell them in a 
nice way that they've failed," 
said Bourgeois. "You don't have 
to be nasty about it and you 
shouldn't. I handle people the 
way I'd like to be handled in 
such a situation. Be kind to 
them." 


There have been times when 
Bourgeois has been inclined not 
to be kind. There's rule that no 
pets can ride along during a 
test. 


But one time, B o u r g e o i s 
failed to look at the floor in the 
back of the car before he and a 
ydung girl pulled out. 


Suddenly, Bourgeois heard a 
rustling sound in the back and 
looked around to see a Great 
Dane staring down on him. "It 
scared me half to death," he 
says with a smile. 


Nor are passengers allowed 
during a test. But one day a few 
years ago in Santa Ana, a pas- 
senger in the back seat refused 
to leave. 


It was raining that day and 
the passenger insisted he was 
needed to pull the strings that 
operated the windshield wipers. 


Another Santa Ana examiner 
had to sit in the back seat of an 
Model T while the 84-year old 
woman went through her test. 
There was no passenger seat in 
the front. She passed with flying 
colors. 


There's no end to the surpris- 
es facing an examiner. Dave 
Cook, a young examiner in San- 
ta Ana, was riding with a man 
from New York and told him to 
make a right turn. 


The man's right arm shot out 
in a signal and popped Cook on 
the chin. When Cook recovered, 
he asked the man if he always 
signaled like that for a 
right 
turn—with his right arm 
ex- 
tended inside the car. 


"Sure," the man replied. "I 
always did it that way in New 
York." 


Cook also tests deaf persona 
and finds them among the best, 
most alert drivers on the road. 
"They 
compensate 
for 
their 
lack of hearing with their vi- 
sion," 
he 
explains. 
"They're 
c o n s t a n t l y looking around. 
They're really aware." 


Cook got that assignment be- 
cause he studied the language 
of the deaf at Long Beach City 
College to prepare himself for 
his job. 


While all examiners acknowl- 
edge there are dangers to the 
job, few admit that it gets lo 
them very often. 


But Bailey puts it this way:

SANTA ANA—A county inves- 
tigation has been requested in 
the case of a mongrel dog 
struck and lulled last week by 
an animal control officer in a 
county truck. 


Supervisor Ralph Clark, cit- 
ing letters critical of the Sept. 9 
incident in Orange, sent a letter 
to animal control requesting in- 
vestigation into the incident and 
a complete report as soon as 
possible. 


"It's not fair to pass judg- 
ment until I see the report," 
Clark said Monday, "but from 
the account given me by wit- 
nesses, I'm very unhappy with 
the incident and the treatment 
of witnesses." 


A number of witnesses to the 
incident, at Walnut Street and 
Tustin Avenue, claim county an- 
imal control officer L. E. Tra- 
week deliberately struck the 
dog with the county truck he 
was driving. 


Though Traweek, another ani 
mal control officer and an Or- 
ange policeman all said the ani' 
mal would not leave the street 
and therefore caused a "se- 
vere" traffic hazard, one wit- 
ness said he'd seen the dog 
leave the street, only to be 
chased back into the road by 
Traweek. 


Animal control officers re 
ported a day after the incident 
that the dog had been identified 
as that which bit a 3-year-old 
child, 
but 
reports 
indicate 
Traweek was unaware of the 
attack at the time he struck the 
dog. 


In addition, complaining wit- 
nesses said none of the county 
or city officials at the scene 
would take information from 
critical witnesses—though Or- 
ange patrolman Ron Lenenberg 
did take a statement from a 
witness who said he felt Tra- 
week was justified.

SANTA ANA—White cane in 
hand, 
Dr. 
Wilhelm 
deNijs, 
strode swiftly up 20th Street, 
deftly dodging overhanging tree 
brandies. 


He stopped abruptly in front 
of a weather-beaten building 
s u r r o u n d e d by overgrown 
weeds and an unseasonably 
overcast sky. 


The boarded-up convalescent 
home, vacant for more than a 
year, was his most recent hope 
for shelter for five blind Viet- 
namese refugees and their fam- 
ilies. 


But that hope died this past 
week when DeNijs learned that 
a city variance, necessary for 
the use of the building, would 
take 45 days to acquire. 


"Time. There is not enough 
time," said DeNijs, director of 
Services for the Blind Inc., an 
organization t h a t has been 
working with blind refugees at 
Camp Pendleton's "Little Sai- 
gon" since shortly after their 
arrival last April. 


Tent City is scheduled to fold 
up the end of October. The 
remaining refugees will be sent 
to Ft. Chaffee, Arkansas, the 
only heated refugee facility. 


"They will be forgotten there. 
Tlie intellectuals have come 
and gone from the campe. The 
people that are left are the 
fishermen and the peasants. 


"Those that we work with 
have the added problem et 
blindness. They and their fami 
lies hardly ever find sponsors,' 
said DeNijs, who is blind hin> 
self. 


Services for the Blind has 
sponsored families in which the 
head of the household is blind. 
Five more families, sponsored 
by the groitp, are ready to leave 
the camp but no housing can be 
found. 


"They Are desperate to leave. 
The camp is being folded up 
already. We must get them out. 
We must find a place", said 
DeNijs, who is combing the city 
for adequate shelter to rent or 
buy. 


The convalescent home would 


have been ideal. It would have 
provided immediate shelter for 
the five families and later could 
have been a half-way house for 
those who need additional help. 


A large building, such as the 
once-promising 
convalescent 
home, would be preferable but 
several adjacent houses would 
do just as well, DeNijs said. 


"Closeness is an emotional 
necessity. There is so 
much 
cultural shock involved in leav- 


ing the camp and trying to fit 
into American society," he said. 


His organization has worked 
with refugees at the camp in 
cooperation with the Red Cross 
and Lions Club District 401. 
They have supplied nearly 1,500 
pairs of e y e g l a s e s , 
taught 
Braille, English and even mobil- 
ity. 


"Blind Vietnamese 
are 
not 
mobile. They just sit and are 
catered to. They do not realize

that the blind can pick up a 
white cane and do their own 
thing," said DeNijs, who has 
been blind since the last months 
of World War II. 


Walking through the camp ev- 
ery day with his white cane, 
DeNijs has become a symbol of 
hope to the Vietnamese blind 
and their families. 


"When the first blind Viet- 
namese stood up with a '•ane 
and walked by himself to the 
outhouse, half the camp fol- 
lowed him because they were so 
shocked. 


"It was a perfect journey and 
the crowd cheered him," DeNijs 
recollected proudly. 


As momentous as that accom- 
plishment seems, there is much 
more to learn—English, Ameri- 
can customs and self-sufficien- 
cy. 


"Blindness 
is 
not 
a 
good 
enough excuse to sit around and 
accept welfare. The blind are 
capable of participating in so 
ciety 
and 
supporting 
them 
selves," DeNijs said. 


Of the families the group has 
sponsored, many already 
are 
self-supporting. 


"One man is working in an 
electronics plant. One is a book- 
keeper. A fighter pilot is now a 
technician in a sewing machine 
factory. Another pilot is start- 
ing his own gardening business. 
Many of the children are en 
rolled in (he school system and 
doing fine." 


"But it is so bard. There Is so 
much to learn," DeNijs said. 


DeNijs himself is an Asian 
immigrant and a royal one at 
that. 


The second son of the last 
king of S u r a k a r t a , DeNijs 
served as an intelligence officer 
with the British army, lost his 
eyesight while on a sabotage 
mission behind enemy lines in 
World War II and was exiled by 
the former Communist Indone- 
sian President Sukarno. 


He emigrated here 11 years 
ago and has dedicated his life to 
working with the blind and the 
disadvantaged. 
| 


If 
you're

It can even strain a marriage, 
he says. "Maybe you've given

About one driver in five fails 
the test, examiners say. but no 
particular 
age group or 
any 
other 
g r o u p 
predominates 
among those failures. 


After 17 years of examining 
drivers, Bourgeois can tell you 
what makes a bad driver and 
what causes accidents. 


These include failure to sig- 
nal, quick lane changes 
and, 
above all, failure to slow down 
and look in both directions at 
blind intersections. The latter, 
he says, probably causes more 
serious accidents than anything 
else. 


But these are just the off- 
shoots of bad driving attitudes. 
The driver with a good attitude, 
who is courteous and not in a 
hurry, won't make those 
takes, he said.

IRVINE—Directors of Irvine 
Ranch Water District Thursday 
will consider changing to a vot- per month for riding the school 
ing system that would permit, bus n and from school 
popular election of one of the 
district's five directors. 


The proposed change, author- 
ized under recent state legisla 
tion, would modify the current 
system in which directors of the 
70,000-acre district are elected 
at large by landowners only. 


Landowner voting has been 
used until now because the dis- 
trict has been sparsely populat- 
ed, but with the growth of Ir- 
vine, which accounts for 33,000 
of the district's 36,000 popula- 
tion, the directors are consider- 
ing the changes. 


If the change is adopted, Ir- 
vine will constitute one division 
with a popularly elected direc- 
tor. The district would be split 
into four other sparsely populat- 
ed d i v i s i o n s with directors 
elected by landowners. 


A directors' election is slated 
for November, but it will be 
conducted under the old rules 
because there was insufficient 
time to change to the new sys- 
tem.

One of the biggest difficulties 
in judging success of TV pro- 
grams is the inability to see 
beyond one's own nose. 


So many folks complain when 
a program is cancelled that 
they can not understand it, all 
their friends watched it, in fact, 
just about everyone they knew 
watched it. 


Usually, of course, that's an 
improbability, if not an impossi- 
bility. 


It isn't only individuals sub- 
ject to this malady, but some- 
times entire areas. Particularly 
is this true of such TV market 
areas as Los Angeles and New 
York, each of which considers 
itself the absolute final word on 
anything 
that 
might 
come 
along. 


Combined, of course, ibe two 
figure they know it all, and the 
rest of the country is just so 
much of a nothing it really need 
not be considered at all. 


We've got some ratings fig- 
ures from last Tuesday night 
that might show the Los Ange- 
les view might be a bit astig- 
matic. 


In Los Angeles at 8 p.m. 
"Happy Days" led the count 
with 32 per cent of the audience, 
followed 
closely 
by 
"Good 
Times" with 29 per cent. Far 
back was "Movin' On," with 21 
per cent. Nationally? It wasn't 
close. "Good Times" swept in 
with 39 per cent, with "Happy 
Days" well back with 30 per 
cent, and "Movin' On" still in 
deep third. 


At 8:30, "Welcome Bade, Kot- 
ter," which seemed to have 
been nearly the favorite of the 
critics was well in front in L.A. 
with a 33 pet. share. "Movin' 
On" was 
in second 
place 
through this time period at 27 
pet., "Joe and Sons" third at 26 
pet. 


Nationally, "Joe and Sons" 
moved up even with "Kotter" 
at 30 pet. and "Movin' On" 
wasn't too far back at 28 pet. 


Without listing the figures, 
"The Rookies" did much better 
nationally than in Los Angeles, 
as "Switch" actually swept that 
time period in both areas. 


At 10 p.m. there was a notice- 
able 
twist. "Marcus Welby, 
M.D." has all but been written 
off by TV observers as nearing 
the end of its days. The L.A. 
ratings might support that, as 
"Welby" took only about 25 pet. 
of the audience. But nationally 
the ABC veteran was up above 
31 pet., normally sufficient to 
sustain renewal.

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 am 70 
and have osteoarthritis in an 
ankle. I've had two "break 
throughs" in the joint, for 
which my doctor has prescribed 
aspirin and the last time 
Butazolidin. With this treat- 
ment it took about six weeks un- 
til I could play golf, which is my 
main hobby. 


I have two questions. Do you 
think playing golf may con- 
tribute to a recurrence? What 
happens to the joint when the 
improvement comes after 
about a month? Is it tem- 
porary? 


DEAR READER - The most 
common mistake most people 
make with arthritis is not 
enough, too much, or the wrong 
kind of activity. It is important 
to have movement through the 
full range of all joints regular- 
ly. 


Osteoarthritis is a wear and 
tear process and too much of 
the wrong exercise increases 
the wear. Most people with 
osteoarthritis do better to have 
some mild exercise involving 
full movement and then to rest. 
I would suggest you can 
minimize your ankle damage by 
keeping your weight down and 
in between golf games get off 
your feet and rest your ankle. 
Minimize the work your ankle 
must do. 


The pain of osteoarthritis is 
relieved by resting the involved 
joint. If the hip is involved bed 
rest will usually relieve the 
pain in a relatively short time. 
With severe cases it is better to 
be up for a short time each day, 
then back to bed — intersperse 
activity with rest during the 
day. 
If you play too much golf, 
walk too much, weigh too much 
and otherwise wear your ankle, 
it will contribute to a recur- 
rence or progression of your 
problem. 


The improvement you notice 
with treatment is usually 
because the irritation to the 
soft tissues from mechanical 
injury subsides. When drugs 
diminish inflammation or the 
joint is rested so the soft tissues 
can heal, there is improvement. 
If you return to abusing the 
joint the symptoms will recur. 
Note this is different from 
rheumatoid 
(inflammatory) 
arthritis which can come and go 
sometimes in spite of both the 
doctor and the patient.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My hus- 
band is on a low cholesterol 
diet. He likes bananas, and 
someone told us they are high in 
cholesterol. I have never heard 
that. Is it true? 


DEAR 
READER 
- 
Completely false. Plants and 
plant products do not contain 
cholesterol. You only find 
cholesterol in animal products, 
meat, milk and eggs. 


Some vegetable products are 
high in fat which can cause the 
body to form increased 
amounts of fat. A good example 
here is coconut oil which is high 
in saturated fat and should be 
avoided by anyone on a low-fat, 
low-cholesterol diet. 


Bananas are very low in fat 
content. The only drawback 
they have is that if you really go 
overboard and eat so many that 
you increase your calorie in- 
take, then the excess calories in 
the diet can limit the success of 
a low-fat, low-cholesterol diet.

Back and fill as it may, the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA), which, in ef- 
fect, forced the controversial 
catalytic converters on the 
automobile industry, is hoist- 
ed on the barbed points of its 
o>,vn petard. With spreading 
reports of the contraptions 
starting fires, the converter 
issue is getting hotter than a 
two dollar pistol; only a few 
degrees 
cooler, 
we 
would 
guess, than the EPA's, foot- 
in-mouth, flushed face. 


As a matter of fact, govern- 
mental agencies, themselves, 
are adding to the heat, ac- 
cording to Copley News Serv- 
ice's Frank Macomber. For 
instance: 


—After receiving 
several 
hundred reports of converter- 
caused incidents, the Depart- 
ment of Transportation's Na- 
tional Highway Safety Admin- 
istration has asked auto mak- 
ers to supply it with converter 
incident reports and has es- 
tablished a public file to gath- 
er its own information. 


—The General Services Ad- 
ministration, the federal gov- 
ernment's 
"housekeeping" 
agency, has warned 
other 
agency heads in a bulletin 
that the converters generate 
temperatures reaching 1,200 
to 1,300 degrees Fahrenheit, 
"about twice that of exhaust 
systems on prior year mod- 
els." 


—Waking up the EPA-sired 
danger, the Army, Navy, and 
the U.S. Forest Service have 
warned 
their personnel of 
heat-related 
converter 
haz- 
ards. While the Air Force, 
with 
all 
that 
flight 
fuel 
around, has issued regulations 
p r o h i b i t i n g any vehicle 
equipped with a converter 
from being driven "within 50 
feet of any aircraft, fuel spill, 
explosive area, o/ other po- 
tentially hazardous areas." 


—Elaborating, the Forest 
Service has gotten out a re- 
port on converter tempera- 
ture tests which explains that, 
"a supply of raw fuel to the 
converter resulting from one 
or more spark plugs not firing 
or for other reasons, causes a 
rapid temperature rise in the 
converter, and in all of the 
exhaust system components 
downstream from the con- 
verter," thereby "increasing 


a direct forest fire hazard " 


Meanwhile, the Copley item 
went on to report, the heating 
up c o n v e r t e r hassle has 
reached the White House; a 
fact which caused the EPA, 
reacting 
spasmodically, 
to 
point to its regulation (to the 
automakers) which specifies 
that an emission control sys- 
tem (read "catalytic convert- 
er") "shall not in its opera- 
tion, function or malfunction, 
resulting in any unsafe condi- 
tion endangering the motor 
vehicle, its occupants or per- 
sons or property near the ve- 
hicle." 


Apparently, from the re- 
ports pouring in, the convert- 
ers neglected to read the reg- 
ulation. And, the EPA's lame 
defense notwithstanding, we 
believe it is now general 
knowledge that although the 
automobile industry built and 
installed 
t h e 
controversial 
dinguses it did so in an at- 
tempt to comply with an EPA 
imposed deadline, and that 
the contraptions 
were 
ap- 
proved by the EPA prior to 
being installed on cars com- 
ing off assembly lines. 


Not to be outdone, however, 
the EPA has yet another 
suggestion; to its credit a 
voluntary one, this time. His 
agency having been instru- 
mental in inflicting a faulty 
gadget upon the automotive 
industry and the using public, 
EPA Deputy Assistant Admin- 
istrator Eric Stork now sug- 
gests the addition of still an- 
other gismo to monitor the 
offending converters. Accord- 
ing to Copley's Macomber, 
Stork says that one answer to 
the growing concern over pos- 
sible converter fire hazards 
would be the voluntary instal- 
lation by automakers of con- 
verter 
overheating 
warning 
devices on the dashboard. 
"He suggests a flashing light 
or buzzer," Macomber said. 


Great! That should add a 
few more dollars to the price 
of an automobile.

Saving The Stanislaus 


Last week, a band of pro- 
testors went to Sacramen- 
to to remind the governor of a 
stand he had taken before his 
election. By and large, the 
protesters were environmen- 
talists, who lately have tend- 
ed to urge passage of a lot of 
nonsensical legislation. This 
time we are happy to be on 
the side of the environmental- 
ists. 


What they were protesting 
is the seemingly inevitable 
construction of the New Mel- 
ones Dam, by the Army Corps 
of Engineers, over the Stanis- 
laus River. The Stanislaus is 
located d i r e c t l y in Mark 
Twain country, the beginning 
of its stretch of recreational 
rapids not far from the site of 
the Calaveras jumping frog 
contest. River partisans claim 
it is the most popular white 
water recreation area in the 
Wtfst, even beating the Colo- 
rado. 


Some years ago, the Army 
Corps, casting about for a new 
river to dam, selected the 
Stanislaus. The justification 
—aside from the root reason: 
that the corps, like any other 
bureaucracy, needed a job to 
do—was that the dam would 
bring more water to some San 
Joaquin Valley farmers. A 
new state report, however, 
says New Melones water will 
not be needed until the year 
2020, that the Saa Joaquin 
has an adequate supply. What 
the dam would do is furnish 
the farmers with more tax- 
subsidized water. 


Dam opponents sought to 
put the state on record as 
opposed to the project by 
l a u n c h i n g Proposition 17, 
which Jerry Brown, believing 
. the project to be nothing more 
than bureaucratic excess, fa- 
vored. 
Voters 
nevertheless 
voted down the proposition, 
which seemed to doom the 
nine million-year-old river. 


Environmentalists, 
o n c e 
again, think they have a fight- 
ing chance to save the river. 
For one thing, they are en- 
couraged by a poll showing 
that 60 per cent of all the 
Califoinians who voted on 
Proposition 17 thought they 
were voting against the dam, 
to save the Stanislaus. Anr«(d 
with that data, they think 
they can 
return 
Governor 
Brown to his pre-election posi- 
tion. Ever optimistic, they 
think the governor can block 
the federal project. 


Certainly we can hope along 
with them. We have always 
felt that conservation (which 
literally means "wise use of") 
should harmonize with our lib- 
ertarian belief in private en- 
terprise. Many of the political 
programs that pass for con- 
servation—e.g., the New Met 
ones Dam—are precisely the 
opposite. 


Taking scrupulous care to 
keep the Stanislaus clean are 
several private rafting com- 
panies, which profit by taking 
eople on outings, often camp- 
ing overnight on the banks. 
The companies employ rigor- 
ously trained raftspeople to 
guide the tourists over the 
thrilling rapids. Onshore, the 
guides instruct novices in es- 
sential principles of conserv- 
ing the previous landscape. 
They are a conservationist's 
dream. They have a self-in- 
terest, most directly the profit 
of their employers, plus an 
unbounded zeal for nature, in 
keeping the river as it is. 


The Army Corps intends to 
submerge the canyon in a 
bureaucrat-made 
reservoir, 
thus depriving the companies 
of their business and tourists 
of another chance to get bade 
to nature. It will be a hard 
fight, but we hope the en- 
vironmentalists 
thwart 
the 
government—for once.

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hear that I am a tax collector, 
of 
The use of the nickname 
"Bob" softens the image of 
my position. I find when deal- 
ing with the public, because 
of my position, if my dealings 
are on an informal basis, I 
am better able to assist the 
public in the problems they 
bring to my office or that I 
bring to theirs. 


Mr. Hart's statement that 
this worics against confidence 
in my trustworthiness, etc., is 
a statement made, I believe, 
based on misinformation. I 
am the only department head, 
elected or appointed, in this 
county and possibly in the 
United States, who has re- 
duced his operating budget 
for his department five con- 
secutive years. My budget to- 
day is less than what it was 
five years ago. We have eight 
fewer full-time employes than 
five years ago, despite the- 
increasing workload consist- 
ent with an ever burgeoning 
county population. 


If my budget had increased 
the same average over the 
last five years as all other 
county departments (exclud- 
ing Welfare and the Medical 
Center), my budget would be 
some $700,000 more than the 
$950,000 which is my current 
fiscal year's budget. 


Also, as county treasurer, I 
am responsible for a cash 
flow this fiscal year of $5 
billion, and invest for some 
480 different 
accounts, 
of 
which the county government 
is only 20 per cent of this 
total. Last fiscal year, ending 
June 30, we earned $37.8 mil- 
lion in interest on our inves- 
ments for all our accounts, 
which was a 28 per cent in- 
crease over the previous fis- 
cal year. 


I became t r e a s u r e r on 
March 1, 1973. In the first 
fiscal year as treasurer, we 
increased our interest ear- 
nings 102 per cent. Since in- 
terest rates had risen an av- 
erage that fiscal year of 25 
per cent, we must have been 
doing something else right to 
obtain such a great increase 
of interest earnings for the 
taxpayers. Hie amount of in- 
terest we earned for the Coun- 
ty General Fund alone last 
fiscal year is equal to a 7Vi- 
cent reduction on the tax rate. 
Further, proposals I made to 
the board of supervisors dur- 
ing the budget sessions of last 
April and May accounted for 
a direct 2%-cent reduction on 
the county tax rate. This was 
equal to a direct 2%-cent re- 
duction on the county tax rate 
the p r e v i o u s fiscal year, 
which was directly attributa- 
ble to programs I had pre- 
sented to the board of super- 
visors for approval. 


In the iMt years I have been 
tax collector and treasurer, I 
have been directly responsible 
for an overall ll-cent reduc- 
tion of the county tax rate 
through new and innovative 
programs, such as lobbying to 
have the county lease out to a 
private corporation their pre- 
viously inefficient Data Proc- 
essing Center. This resulted 
in 
an 
11-million-hard-dollar 
savings to the taxpayer over 
the seven-year period of the 
contract.

NEW YORK—I've 
s e e n 
many a clenched fist in Madi- 
son Square Garden's prize 
fight ring. But the other Mon- 
day night the gloves were off, 
the ropes were down, thou- 
sands of "right-on" clenched 
fists ripped the air as some 
20,000 school teachers shriek- 
ed "aye" to their leader's 
strike calls. And in the next 
hall were some 5,000. And 
outside some 10,000. 


And their leader, AFL-CIO 
vice president A1 Shanker, 
was right, when proudly he 
celled it the world's biggest 
t e a c h e r s ' 
demonstration, 
ever. 


There was more in the Gar- 
den than a strike vote. Never 
have I heard such roar on 
roar, never such group ten- 
sion, almost mass hysteria. It 
was more than a mass meet- 
ing, it was people p o w e r , 
teacher power, labor power. 


And 
what 
were 
t h e s e 
massed thousands of the be- 
hemoth United Federation of 
Teachers Local 2 screaming 
for? Well, they had grown 
from 2,600 members in 1960 to 
72,000 today. And along the 
strike-strewn road they bad 
picked 
up political power. 
They bad made governors and 
mayors. 


Thus it was easy to win 
"working" conditions no city 
or state can afford. And they 
won it mostly with the benign 
help of erstwhile Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and Mayor John 
Lindsay. 


These t e a c h e r s hit the 
bricks in front of 960 schools 
Tuesday to preserve the most 
lavish contract I've ever pe- 
rused. They have the shortest 
teaching day in the land—six 
hours and 20 minutes. That's 
less than a 32-hour week. 


They have the nation's shor- 
test paid work year—about 
nine weeks' summer vacation 
after even one term seniority, 
Easter week and Christmas 
week holidays, 
many reli- 
gious, ethnic and patriotic 
days off, and the election 
days, even some neighbor- 
hood celebrations. 


Roari and Roars 
They have preparation or 
rest periods during each day 
to ease the tension—and there 
certainly is in the 1.1 million 
student 
system—mark 
par- 
pen and prepare lessons for 
their big classes. Some of US 
simply jam the day's unread 
documents into a dispatch 
case and read until one or two 
a.m. 


A1 Shanker, as they roared 
approval in the jammed Gar- 
den, said the union certainly 
will see to it that the teachers 
don't work from the moment 
they get into the schools right 
through until they leave. More 
roars. 


Thsy have ten days' sick 
leave over the two semesters 
—and can "borrow" sick time 
from some other terms. 


And after 14 years they get 
a full one-year sabbatical at 
70 per cent of pay (the medi- 
an salary at that time being 


$17,350). And 
after «even 
years they can get a six- 
month sabbatical for health 
reasons at 60 per cent of their 
wages. 


And they have thousands of 


para-prof esssionals to moni- 
tor, to work the corridors, the 
cafeterias, 
the 
counseling, 
the toilet lines. 


You should have heard the 
roar when Shanker announced 
that the city wanted to elimi- 
nate these "aides." 


Well, it's a big system. Over 
80,000 teachers and education- 
al employes. And every penny 
adds up in this virtually bank- 
rupt city where other national 
u n i o n presidents dolefully 
watch their industries leap- 
frog the rivers and harbors 
into other states; where one 
firm alone Is evacuating over 
25 floors to move to Connecti- 
cut; where the big port's 
freight is dwindling while 
shipping companies move to 
the waterfront of Charleston, 
S.C., for example; where the 
leaders of the ladies' and 
men's garment workers union 
fight daily to keep "their 
manufacturers' from fleeing 
the tax pestilence of these 
concrete canyons. 


It would be simple to pillory 
S h a n k e r . He could have 
fought his own people and per- 
haps have led them into a 
contract extension instead of 
a walkout. No matter to what 
increases and benefits the 
Board of Education would 
have been forced to agree, 
there just is no money. 


Buy Backs 
The total of city "funds" on 
the 
negotiating 
table 
was 
about $43 million. Shanker 
wanted to rearrange some 
working hours, cut some pri- 
vileges—if 
the $43 million 
would go to "buy back teach- 
ers." That is, rehire the 11,000 
unemployed members. 


But this wasn't possible. 
Even the $43 million was froz- 
en. In other words, the city 
would have had to owe it to 
the teachers. The city had just 
borrowed $100 million from 
municipal 
employe 
unions' 
pension funds to cover 35,000 
welfare checks and $7.1 mil- 
lion in sanitation workers' 
wages or suddenly the gar- 
bage would have piled up 
again. 


And the city needs $2.3 bil- 
lion to carry it through early 
December—so it won't default 
and thereby shake the munici- 
pal bond market across the 
nation, thus cutting scores of 
other cashless cities from 
credit. 


But still that night in the 
Garden, the teachers, some of 
whom had carried "Stupid 
City" signs in a previous dem- 
onstration to match the police 
"Fear City" and the garbage 
collectors "Stink City" slo- 
gans, roared for a strike. 


And whom are they actually 
striking? The kids.

WASHINGTON—New York 
City's financial crisis is cast- 
ing an ominous shadow over 
other major cities of the Unit- 
ed States. 


Already the record interest 
rates both cities and state« 
are forced to pay to sell their 
tax-exempt municipal bond« 
— t o 9.9 per cent and high- 
er—are being linked directly 
with New York's impending 
bankruptcy. 


The large-scale withdrawal 
of banks and fire and casualty 
insurance companies from the 
bond purchasing m a r k e t , 
making it more difficult to 
find buyers for municipal and 
state bonds, is also partly 
attributable to New York's 
problems. 


And most certainly the ad- 
verse psychology surrounding 
such debt issues, caused by 
the tottering New York finan- 
cial structure, is hurting the 
ability of all cities to finance 
their needs. 


This does not mean, howev- 
er, that there are not much 
more complex causes of the 
general financing problems of 
American cities than those 
that can be tracked back to 
the concrete canyons of Man- 
hattan. 


Nor does it 
mean 
that 
American cities and states 
are not offering and selling 
such securities in spite of the 
difficulties. 


In August alone four states 
and 225 municipalities came 
to market with 297 bond is- 
sues, an increase tit 145.1 per 


cent over the volume of Au- 
gust, 1974. It was the highest 
August total on record. 


And for the first eight 
months of 1975 the cumulative 
volume reached a record high 
Of $20,344,618,784 Or 33.6 per 
cent 
h i g h e r 
than 
the 
$15,227,268,433 for the same 
period last year. So far this 
year the state« and 2,530 mu- 
nicipalities have come to mar- 
ket with 3,121 new issues. 


The price they had to pay to 
sell such issues varied widely. 


On Aug. II the Detroit 
Building Authority sold 
a 
Baa-rated $20 million issue at 
a 9.904 per cent gate of re- 
turn. 


On July 23 Chelsea, Mass., 
sold $1.7 m i l l i o n A-rated 
bonds at a much lower 6.735 
per cent yield and on July 21 
Philadelphia sold $60 million 
of A bonds at 8.832 per cent. 


The over-all average rate of 
municipal bond yields has 
soared from approximately 6.3 
per cent in February this 
year to approximately 7.25 
per cent in late July. 


Such a high debt service 
burden has caused many com- 
munities to withdraw or post- 
pone issues, an acceleration 
of a trend that caused the 
scrapping of $2.5 billion in 
municipal borrowings 
l a s t 
year. 


The range of interest rates, 
of course, reflects the wide 
variance in the f i n a n c i a 1 
soundness of the communities 
and states attempting to float 
the bonds. The more shaky 
the financial future of the 


issuing authority the higher 
the interest rate that must be 
offered. In New York City's 
case it rose to 11 per cent and 
then banks refused to buy 
anymore. 


But there are many other 
reasons for the general mal- 
aise in the municipal-etato 
bond market and the crip- 
pling impact this has had on 
local development plans. 


Inflation alone has helped 
cause higher interest rates. 


The recession, now slowly 
easing, sent the nation'« un- 
employment rate up to 9.2 per 
cent before it tapered off to a 
still very high 8.4 per cent. 
And this unemployment in 
turn has cut bade local tax 
r e c e i p t s severely, forcing 
many communities into a def- 
icit position. 


John Peterson, director of 
the Municipal Finance Offi- 
cers Association, has testified 
before congressional commit- 
tees that from 1970 through 
1974 state and local govern- 
ments were operating with 
budget surpluses. 


In 1978 they began to lose 
this stability, after price con- 
trols were lifted. And by the 
last quarter of 1974 and the 
first quarter of 1075 were in 
deficit by $15 billion, although 
approximately $8 billion of 
that total is now believed to 
have been shaved off by tax 
increases and spending cuts. 


Their ability to finance such 
indebtedness has been further 
shaken by the suddenly grow- 
ing strength of municipal em- 
ploye unions whose wage de- 


\ 


mands 
and 
police-fireman- 
sanitary worker strikes have 
paralyzed some communities. 


In one sense, the continuing 
spectacle of New York City 
teetering on the edge of finan- 
cial default, followed by the 
recent and equally disturbing 
spectacle of the successful 
strike and wage demand« by 
San Francisco's municipal un- 
ions, has created an image 
problem for all cities. 


Pension plans, bond interest 
and municipal salaries, of 
course, represent obligations 
that must be met in local 
budgets. And if they are not 
financed properly in the be- 
ginning, difficulties similar to 
those threatening New York 
City can ensue. 


Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon told a House 
Commerce subcommittee on 
June 26 that when a city bor- 
rows more to meet its obliga- 
tions than it can pay back 
from anticipated income, the 
type of crisis that New York 
City now faces will ensue. 


"And when borrowing oc- 
curs not in anticipation of 
income but Instead to dose a 
gap between income and ex- 
penditues, the system ulti- 
mately breaks down," he 
said. 


Thai precisely is what hap- 
pened to New York. Sine* 
1909—only six years ago—its 
short-term debt has increased 
from $700 million to more 
than $4 billion. 


To a much lesser degree a 
similar threat 
now hangs 
over many American cities. 
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State Coastal Plan Defenders 
Call Opponents Shortsighted

LOS ANGELES—Calling their 
critics 
shortsighted, 
defenders 
of a statewide coastal plan due 
to be finalized here this week 
for submission to the legislature 
say the plan is essential to the 
state's long-term

nating Council (CCC), a coall

If you have been off the 
streets 
on recent

of college football drifting 
through the air and settling 
upon the land. 


This is a phenomenon inas- 
much as collegc football is 
traditionally played on Satur- 
day aftarnoon 
Occasionally, 
Friday night games are ac- 
ceptable in areas where only 
mad dogs and linebackers go 
out in the mid-day sun. 


The total influence of this 
corruption oo collegiate ath- 
letics remains to be deter- 
minen, of course, but there is 
an example the c o l l e g e s 
might be advised to examine. 
The professional football peo- 
ple over-saturated the country 
with their project and are 
commencing to feel the dis- 
tasteful results. 


In short, the pros have cre- 
ated a monster which is de- 
vouring itself and they are not 
in the least sure of what to do 
about it. 


The N a t i o n a l 
Football 
League season has not as yet 
started but the general public 
has already been fed suffi- 
cient meaningiess exhibition 
pushing and shoving to cause 
a national regurgitation. The 
immediate result was dimin- 
ishing numbers in live audi- 
ences at 
pre-season games 
and a loss of revenue total- 
ing in the millions of dollars. 


Source Of Income 
It may have been unfortun- 
ate ¡or the professionals that 
somebody discovered pre-sea- 
son games could be a source 
of income. Heretofore, the ex- 
hibition games were used to 
place

in 
areas 
where pro football was here- 
sey. 


In effect, the NFL teams 
would barnstorm.

Boxing Surprise: 


All 'Speechless' 


MANILA (AP) — For a split 
second, world heavyweight box- 
ing champion Muhammed Ali 
was struck speechless in his 
first day in Manila Monday. 


Someone told him that in this 
land of brown-skinned Filipinos, 
Jesus Christ is depicted as a 
white man. 


"Jesus is white in this coun 
try!" said Ali in the midst of a 
rousing explanation, at a tele- 
vised news conference, of his 
conversion 
from 
the 
Baptist 
Church to Black Muslim. 


"1 didn't know you all de- 
ceived the whole world," Ali 
continued, 
then 
he 
paused 
again. 


"All 
these 
brown 
people, 
and . . . " 


He couldn't finish the sen- 
tence. Then he recovered. 
"Are the angels all white?" 
Sandwiched between his long 
talk on religion and then on the 
beauty of being black, Ali, who 
arrived here shortly after dawn 
to prepare for his title defense 
Oct. 1 against Joe Frazier, dis- 
closed that he had received an 
offer of an $8 million guarantee 
to fight George Foreman again, 
if he whipped Frazier. But he 
refused to say where the sec- 
ond fight would be. 


"You wouldn't believe where 
we're gonna have that fight" he 
told a questioner. "The moon! 
Ali 
turned 
serious 
enough 
about his bout with Frazier to 
say he was going to give up his 
antics and fight a "serious, Mu- 
hammad Ali, Olympic style, 
s c i e n t i f i c 
boxing" match 
against his challenger. 


"No dancing, 
no 
shuffle." 
said Ali, conceding that other- 
wise be would lose points and 
might find himself too far be- 
hind to make up the difference, 
although he repeated his boast 
about knocking out his 31-year- 
old Philadelphia opponent. 
"Nowadays I'm getting kind 
i 


of old to predict the exact 
round," said Ali, 33. He then 
was moved to talk about retir- 
ing in about two years—if he 
held the title and «iter fighting 
Foreman and Ken Norton "if I 
can get the salary I want. 1 
don't lilae fighting for nothing."

when he touched on his feud 
with Frazier after an uniden- 
tified member of the challeng- 
er's party asked why he kept 
needling Frazier as a "gorilla." 


"He's a black man, too" said 
the questioner. 


"He still doesn't respect my 
name, he still calls me Clay," 
Ali snapped heatedly in a refer- 
ence to the name, Cassius Clay, 
he used before his conversion 
to 
the 
Black 
Muslim 
sect. 
Why 
does he keep 
saying 
Clay? That's really bad . . . so I 
just call him the gorilla." 


He 
tended 
to 
more 
light 
hearted 
remarks 
about 
the 
challenger, promising to reveal 
what 
he 
called 
a 
"karate 
chop... the unique acupunch," 
a secret weapon against Fra 
zier. 


"Joe Frazier is so easy to hit, 
he gels angry when you miss 
him," said Ali. 


Ali said he was fighting regu 
larly to raise money for Black 
Muslim causes. "I don't use the 
money for myself," he said. "1 
need the profit to give away to 
schools, to buy school buses, to 
try to help out people to help 
themselves."

The latest strike against the 
National Football League adds 
to 
a 
myriad 
of off-the-fleld 
problems which have hit the 
league and its players in the 
1970s. 


This 
is the 
second 
strike 
since the most recent 
labor 
contract between the players' 
union and the league expired 
19^2 months ago. The last one 
ended in failure, without a new 
agreement. 


Elsewhere, the union and the 
league face a number of court 
suits and economic problems, 
any of which would have been 
considered a major dilemma a 
few years ago. For instance: 


—Joe Kapp's suit which chal- 
lenges the legality of NFL rules 
which bind a player to one 
team is set to go before a fed 
eral court jury in San Fran- 
cisco later tliis year. A federal 
judge, ruling in the case, said 
the Rozelle Rule and portions 
of the college draft were illegal 
and then later said lie would let 
the jury consider those issues. 


—More than 11,000 pages oi 
testimony have been taken in a 
federal 
court 
suit 
in 
Min 
neapolis in which the union is 
challenging the legality of the 
same freedom issues which are 
under attack in the Kapp case. 
A ruling is expected late this 
year.

When Hank Aaron had 8,399 at-bats (Ruth's career total), he 
had 489 homers — a figure for which I have to thank Seymour 
Siwoff of the Elias Sports Bureau.

Taxed Earnings Peril Small Firms 
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CLEVELAND—Continued ex- 
istence of small companies, 
isn't threatened as much by 
growth of larger firms as it is 
by costly government regula- 
tion, financing problems, and 
inequitable tax laws, Industry 
Week reported Monday. 


Inability to retain earnings is 
a chief problem area.

"Now, you can see and hear your date 
on closed-circuit TV before you date," 
says a Videomate advertisement. "It's 


fun: It's riskless: It's new!" the ad 
says. 


Instead of making stilted chatter over 
costly drinks in a crowded bar, Vid- 
eomate members pay $60 to tell a 
camera and microphone about them- 
selves and their romantic ideals. 


They view tapes of other "Videom- 
ates" who in turn look at their tapes. If 
it is mutually agreeable, they get to- 
gether. 


"Video dating cuts out a lot of the 
baloney in getting to know people," says 
Jim Wilson, 27.

If you've ever wondered what's in some of those fancy expensive bottles or cans 
of window spray you buy, wonder no more. You'll be surprised at the least — and 
maybe downright mad — at what you've been paying for. Here's a way to make 
your own at a fraction of the store-bought price. 


You'll need some ETHYLENE GLYCOL (this is permanent antl-freeze that you 
get at your service station and use in your car radiator, and can be bought in 
small cans), and some plain TAP WATER. Measure out three cup« of WATER 
and stir in two tablespoons of the ETHYLENE GLYCOL. Transfer to a plastic 
•pray bottle, spray glass, and wipe off with a lint-free cloth. 


The cost of making your own window cleaner spray is approximately 
one-quarter cent per ounce. To determine your savings, divide the cost of 
your-store-bought brand by the number of ounces it contains. Then compare the 
per ounce cost — you'll be surprised at how much you can save for so little effort. 


Note: Material costs are based on the prices at retail outlets of national drug, 
grocery and hardware chains. These costs will vary, depending on the geographic 
area. If you wish to make up a larger quantity — and save even more — buy your 
materials at a chemical supply company. 


(Like any product you make at home, you should store this one safely, label it — 
listing ingredients and noting any cautions — and keep it out of reach of children.)

If Abigail Sa w Her Sisters Today 


By JOANNE KOCH 


Abigail Adams in her letter 
to husband John Adams, then 
a delegate to the first Conti- 
nental Congress, urged him to 
"Remember 
the 
Ladies" 
when drafting the new "Code 
of Laws" later to be known as 
the Constitution. 


In his reply of April 14, 1778, 
Adams laughed at Abigail's 
request 
and 
her 
implied 
threat of a feminine rebellion. 
He admitted that, in practice, 
men are the "subjects." "We 
have only the Name of Mas- 
ters," wrote John Adams. 
Giving this up, "would com- 
pletely subject us to the Des- 
potism 
of 
the 
Petticoat." 


What would the no-nonsense 
Abigail have said were she 
allowed a summer tour of the 
U.S.A. in our Bicentennial 
era? 
One 
might 
imagine 
Abigail's "Dear John" letter 
of 1975 to read something like 
this: 


"I admit I am somewhat' 
perplexed by the changes in 
marriages and families since 
I first urged you to Re- 
member the Ladies. I pre- 
dicted, in my letter of May 7,- 
1776, that we had it in our 


power to free ourselves and 
subdue our Masters, and with- 
out violence throw both your 
natural and legal authority at 
our feet. This we have done — 
gaining the vote, the right to 
hold office, and gradually a 
number of economic advan- 
tages which make our earning 
power equal to that of our 
former Masters. 


"But the struggle has taken 
its toll in unexpected ways. 
Today women remarry — not 
only because their first hus- 
band is deceased (as was the 
case 
with 
Martha 
Custis 
Washington 
and 
Martha 
Wayles Jefferson). They often 
leave their first husband for 
another man, sometimes even 
forsaking their children. Mod- 
esty makes this matter dif- 
ficult to puruse. As the daugh- 
ter of a minister and the 
descendant of a Puritan di- 
vine, I never expected to see, 
forgive me, fornication openly 
discussed and pictured in re- 
productions called films. 


"This preoccupation with 
sex has given rise to scientific 
studies and treatments. A 
group 
of 
people 
called 


sociologists are engaged in 
scholarly research of these 
changing mores. Some even 
study adultery and infidelity, 
referring to it as 'E.M.S.' 
(extra-marital 
sex). 
Of 
course, we know that some 
colonial husbands were un- 
faithful. We know what went' 
on in France. And we re- 
member Franklin's many in- 
discretions and Jefferson's, 
too. 


"But here in the Twentieth 
Century the women are equal- 
ly adulterous — a kind of 
equality I never anticipated or 
wished. 


"Forces which once drew 
families together now tend to 
divide them. Settlers who 
moved to new territory usual- 
ly faced threats to their survi- 
val — fear of insufficient food, 
disease, 
unfriendly Indians 
which tended to keep families 
united. In 
1975, American 
families move frequently and 
easily, often to more re- 
munerative employment and 
• more luxurious home. 


"Men and women who work 
(nearly half the Ladies are 
employed now outside their 


homes), are forced to retire 
after the age of 60 or 65. Thus, 
they often move to a place 
where they can more comfort- 
ably do nothing. This idleness 
is another source of conflict 
between husband and wife, 
parent and child. The moral 
power of the Church has been 
sadly depleted. Thousands of 
unhappy men and women turn 
elsewhere for advice and com- 
fort Solace is often paid for at 
very dear prices from indi- 
viduals called therapists or 
psychiatrists. 


"There are some happy con- 
sequences to the abolition of 
female vassals. Many men 
have given up the harsh title 
of master for the more tender 
and endearing one of Friend. 
In these marriages of lové 
and friendship a new spirit of 
democracy prevails which I 
think is what they mean wheni 
they say, 'The spirit of '76.' ; 


"I have been invited to a 
meeting of women called a 
Consciousness Raising group, 
so I will close now and write 
soon again.
